If thera were any possibility of 
tru th in th is it w ould be tim e to despair 
of the republic. 
T h at there m ust alw ays 
be a venal elem ent in politics no practical 
m an doubts, b u t h itherto it has been as­ 
sum ed th a t this elem ent was so sm all as 
to be incapable of influencing elections 
save in very exceptional cases. 
To declare 
th a t either p arty can go into a S tate and 
buy up enough 
votes to determ ine its 
position in a S tate election, is to assert th a t 
th e Am erican citizen has degenerated in ­ 
stead of im proving, and th a t th e prole­ 
tarian vote has so increased na to he calla­ 
ble of sw am ping the independent and con­ 
scientious vote. 
Partisans in the heat of a 
fiercely contested canvass arc very a p t to 
say things which will no t stan d analysis, 
an d we desire charitably to believe th a t 
a m istake of 
th a t character has been 
m ade in the present instance. 
W e do not 
th in k it credible th a t th e 
D em ocrats 
could spend enough m oney in Ohio to 
alter the result of th e election, because we 
do not believe th a t th e people of Ohio 
have ceased to respect them selves and 
th eir convictions.

j th e violation of the franchise w ould have 
raised a storm of righteous indignation be­ 
fore w hich th e treason m ust have been 
sw ept aw ay. 
B ut now men regard the 
spectacle of a South m ade solid by frauds 
w ith unim passioued 
apathy, 
and even 
those who are in the van of the conflict do 
not appear to realize th e trem endous sig­ 
nificance of the phenom ena to w hich they 
are opposed. 
If, in 1S61, when the South­ 
ern S tates begun to pass ordinances of se­ 
cession, th e N orth had listlessly observed 
w hat.w as passing, and had continued to 
argue th e question of S tate rights while 
the U nion was being torn piecemeal, the 
republic would have been destroyed then 
and there, and by th is tim e anarchy and 
intestine strife w ould have sealed the fate 
of its severed parts. B ut th e danger to-day 
is only less m enacing in appearance. 
I t is 
true th a t th e South does not now confront 
th e N orth sw ord in hand, b u t th a t is be­ 
cause it has 
found a quieter, less ex­ 
pensive, and more certain m ethod of gain­ 
ing its ends. 
I t has ostensibly yielded to 
th e final arbitJainent of w ar : b ut in fact 
it has 
conceded nothing.

coercive legislation. 
I t enfranchised the 
negro, and undertook to give him equal 
political aud civil rights. 
Y et neither the 
constitutional am endm ents nor th e legisla­ 
tion supplem enting them have been or are 
respected or obeyed in the Southern States. 
All th a t negro enfranchisem ent has done is 
to p u t a w eapon in th e hands of th e old 
slave-owners, to be used against th e N orth. 
The w ar m easures have been nullified. The 


negro vote has been w rested from its 
owner, and turned to the purpose of th e 
Southern Democracy. 
A P residential elec­ 
tion is in progress in w hich one p arty sets 
out w ith the bold and open th eft of 138 
electoral votes. 
R epublican governm ent is 
dead in fourteen S tates of th e Union. The 
ballot in these S tates no longer represents 
the w ill of the m ajority. 
A m inority has 
usurped the polls, and w ith this audacious 
defiance and violation of the fundam ental 
principles of our governm ent th e Dem o­ 
cratic p arty advances to “ argue ” the 
point w hether 47 more E lectoral votes shall 
be contributed by th e outraged N orth to 
com plete the m ockery of free suffrage.

President said: 
Down to 1801 ha seemed 
like a man ambitions to do his duty as an of­ 
ficer, but in 1864, when McClellan was nomi­ 
nated, Hancock received one votr, and th at 
greatly excited and changed him. H e was so 
delighted th at he smiled all over. 
I t crazed 
him. 
Before th at we got on well. A fter that 
he would hardly speak to me. I was working 
to enforce the laws of Congress, and he was 


WORKING FOR THE PRESIDENCY. 
Perhaps he thought th at I did not praise him 
enough, but any way he hardly spoke to me. 
I t was on my nomination th at he was made 
a M ajor-General in the regular army. 
W hen 
I was made General, Stanton told me that it 
was a compliment to me, th at I could name 
men to fill the vacancies in the Lientenant- 
Generalsldp 
and 
the 
M ajor-Generalship 
caused by my promotion. 
I nominated him 
for the vacant M ajor-Generalship in the 
regular army. He acknowledged it manfully. 
H e was a very fair corps commander, but was 
never thought of for any great place. 
W hen 
the Army of the Potom ac was hunting for a 
commander, it took almost everybody; it 
even came over into tlie W est for officers, but 
nobody even suggested Hancock for the place. 
A fter he received th at vote in 18G4 he had 
the bee in his bonnet, and shaped everything 
to get Democratic and Southern favor.

has watched and planned and waited till at 
last he has received the Democratic nomina­ 
tion.

pass another law to hedge him up there.

it went on till Congress nail taken from him 
all control of the Generals commanding the 
seven districts of the South, except the 
power to remove them ami appoint others in 
their places. 
These commanders could re­ 
move any civil officer of any grade, Judge or 
Governor. 
W hen I was made General and 
they were determining my powers and duties, 
they 
gave 
the 
General, by accident, I 
think, or w ithout seeing w hat it involved, 
co-ordinate power with these D istrict Com­ 
manders. 
Sheridan was sent to the D epart­ 
m ent of Loui-iana, covering Louisiana and 
Texas. 
He was shrewd anil very able. 
He 
kept his eyes open, learning rapidly the men 
who were not worthy to occupy their places, 
and discovering competent and worthy men 
to put in their places.

Sheridan and appointed General Hancock.

I wanted to see him pri­ 
vately in his room.

HOW CALIFORNIA WAS SAVED TO THE UNION. 
N e w Y'o r k , October 5th.—A member of 
the Legislature of California in 1861 writes to 
the Tribune, showing how California was 
saved to *he U nion th at year. 
H e says : 
“ California was saved from an attem pt at 
secession by the foresight and prom pt and 
prudent action of President Lincoln. Shortly 
after his inauguration he commissioned Gen­ 
eral E. V. Suuiner, and ordered him to repair 
to California and relieve General A. S. John- 
Bton, then in command of the Pacific D epart­ 
ment. 
Sumner went aboard the steam er in 
New York incognito, and his departure was 
not kuown publicly until he reached his desti­ 
nation. 
Reaching the Golden G ate at mid­ 
night, he commanded tho Captain of the 
steamer to come to anchor iu the har­ 
bor until 
daylight, 
while 
the 
General 
took 
a small 
boat 
and 
went ashore. 
Calling upon Johnston 
at 
his 
lodgings 
at the 
Oriental 
Hotel, he advised the 
latter th at 
he 
had been appointed 
his 
successor. 
.Johnston replied th at if he would 
call upon him at headquarters iu the morning 
the D epartm ent would be turned over to him. 
Sumner, producing his commission, said to 
Johnston : 
‘ Here is the authority under 
which I am directed to take command of the 
D epartm ent of the Pacific, and I insist upon 
being placed in possession here and now.’ 
The transfer was then m 3de and the news 
sent by telegraph all over the State on the 
following morning, and never was a set of 
men so cliopfallen as were the sece-sionists 
both in and out of the Legislature. 
Lincoln, 
General Scott and a Republican Congress 
were bitterly denounced for the gross outrage 
upon General Johnston. 
Upon repairing to 
the barracks General Sumner found thousands 
of arms aud accouterments stored there, of 
which 
no loyal man iu 
the State had 
any knowledge. 
The presumption was that 
they were 
the quota 
which 
had 
been 
sent to California in the grand distribution of 
Buchanan’s Cabinet, preparatory to the or­ 
ganization of the rebellion, and th at General 
Jolm ston had been placed in cnmmaud, with 
instructions to aid in carrying tho State into 
the rebellion. 
This secret was undoubtedly 
in possession of the Democratic members of 
the Legislature. 
General Sum ner at once 
rtshipped the surplus arms aud ammunition 
to W ashington, where they were so much 
needed in the early days :>f the war, and Gen­ 
eral Johnston went to Southern California, 
where Hancock has been reported to have 
been stationed, organized a company of Se­ 
cession sympathizers, stole an equipment of 
arms from the State, marched across the con­ 
tinent, joined the Confederate army, and was i 
killed at the battle of Shiloh. 
T hat is how ■ 
California was saved to the Union, and in the ! 
affair General Hancock took no part, nor was j 
lie known there then as a man of prominence, 
if known a t all.”

mense black mass. 
As the ship approached 
the submarine volcano, the black rna-ses

reports, 
like 
those from submarine mines, and by an odor 
of sulphnr. 
Several days were spent in m ak­ 
ing a recoEnoissance.

was lowered aud pulled within a hundred 
yards of it.

The following rules regulating appeals in 
swamp land cases, adopted by the Superior 
Court, will be of interest to all parties con­ 
cerned in swamp land matters: 
Rule I. An appeal to this Court from an 
order made by the Board of Supervisors of 
this county, approving a petition for forming 
a reclamation or swamp land district, or in 
any manner creating a district, or setting off 
lands from a district, or consolidating dis­ 
tricts, may be taken by filing a notice of ap­ 
peal with the Clerk of the Board of Super­ 
visors, or in the office of said Board, and 
within three days thereafter serving a copy 
on the adverse party or parties, or his or 
their attorney of record in the proceedings. 
The person or persons upon whose petition 
the order appealed from was made shall be 
deemed the adverse party or parties. 
Said 
notice shall refer in general terms to the 
order appealed from, and name the Court 
to which the appeal is taken, and shall be 
signed by the person or persons appealing, or 
his or their attorney. 
The notice may be 
served in the manner prescribed in Sections 
1010 to 1017, inclusive, of the Code of Civil 
Procedure. The party or parties appealing 
shall also file with the Board of Supervisors 
an undertaking, in the sum of 8100, for the 
payment of costs on appeal. 
He or they 
shall also file with said Board of Supervisors 
an affidavit, showing the interest claimed to 
be affected by the order appealed from. 
Rule II. Within ten days after filing the 
notice of appeal the Clerk of the Board of 
Supervisors shall file with the Clerk of this 
Court the notice of appeal, undertaking and 
affidavit, filed as aforesaid, the original peti­ 
tion on which the order was based, all papers 
filed during the course of the proceedings, and 
a certified copy of the record of the proceed­ 
ings before the Board of Supervisors. 
Rule III. The undertaking mentioned in 
Rule 1. 
shall be made payable to the 
People of the State of California, and may 
be enforced by any person injured by the 
appeal.

these “ people of the stage” would come 
down in tl eir prices. But they will not—they 
prefer to play to empty benches at one-dollar 
rates than prosper with a full house at fifty 
cents, and the public prefers to keep its dollar 
rather thau pay more than the entertainment 
is worth, and so it goes abroad that Sacra­ 
mento is “ a bad show town ”—as the profes­ 
sional expresses it—when in fact it is just the 
reverse. The entertainment last evening was 
good throughout, the minor deficiencies being 
iniigniticant compared to the general excel­ 
lence of the whole. 
The beneficiaries re­ 
ceived quite an ovation, and appeared to the 
best advantage, while the company partook 
of the Bpirit of the occasion, and won new 
credit for itself. 


G r a n d L o d g e R e c e p t io n . — The reception 
tendered the Grand Lodge by the local 
Lodges last evening was in all respects a suc­ 
cess.
